His book is a series «f impressions 
imode in transit, and although in instances his 
ideas are somewhat wide of the mark, yet, 
on the whole, they are just and fairly 
accurate, ‘The author's own personality 
is displayed in soveral of his interviews with 
the Chinese, and it is to be regretted that Mr. 
Bigham is not attached permanently to the 
Chins Consular Service. He has a most com- 
prehensive grasp of the Chinese official 
character, ‘and understends the form of 
diplomacy most adapted to it. 

‘Mr. Bigham arrived in Hongkong in April, 
1899. at the period of. the Kowloon (Kowlung, 
the author writes it) trouble: He was per- 
mitted'to accompany Sir Henry Blake when }- 
he made his much regretted visit to. tho 
Canton’ Viceroy. The writer then describes 
his trip overland from Canton to Hankow, and 
he was most favourably impressed with the 
loading treaty port ‘on tho Yongtsze..
